W ashington. Dec. 30 (a*)—H arry 
L. Hopkins, in his first annual re ­ 
port as secretary of com m erce, 
said today the nation could build 
trem endous prosperity by extend­ 
ing its mass-production technique 
tow ard lowering the prices of po­ 
wer, hom es and other essentials. 
Hopkins, the form er W PA boss, 
drafted into his report, w ritten 
from th e sickbed th a t has con­ 
fined him for months, a virtual 
economic textbook of th e New 
Deal. 
His m ain thesis was th a t the 
old prejudice against governm ent 
tinkering w ith economics perm it­ 
ted business to drag itself to the 
brink of collapse in 1933, th at 
since th en New Deal spending and 
reform have revived business and 
th at th e 1937 recession w as caus­ 
ed by m isuse rather than use of 
the spending device. 
Hopkins, a 
close friend of President Roosevelt, 
followed this up w ith the d eclara­ 
tion th a t "we have only begun to 
fulfill 
th e unlimited prom ise of 
A m erica.” 
Fulfillment Ie Abend 
If only business, labor and the 
governm ent w’ould w’ork together 
to m ake things cheaper and m ore 
efficient, 
he 
said, 
fulfillm ent is 
ahead. Labor, he explained, should 
strive fo r b etter annual w ages and 
perm it reasonable ’ ourly ra te s to 
facilitate efficient production. 
H opkins asserted th at ra te re ­ 
ductions under the Tennessee V al­ 
ley 
A uthority 
had 
proved 
his 
theory by causing an 88 per cent 
increase in the use of electricity 
in the valley within a few years. 
Most of the 25,000,000 A m erican 
fam ilies w ith incomes of less than 
$2,000 a year, he added, m ight 
buy hom es is some one w’ould 
build them to sell for $2,500 in­ 
stead of $4,000 and up. 
“To look a t the problem from

“If it w-ere feasible to reduce 
electric ra te s through the nation 
to the levels now prevailing the

of billions of dollars. 

In 
which he w as once a key figure 
both as an ideological sponsor and 
as an active practitioner through 
WPA, H opkins said recovery since 
1933 had proved its wisdom. He 
blam ed th e 1937 recession in p a rt 
on paym ent of the soldiers bonus 
in 1936.

Sir R ichard Paget, inventor of a 
m achine th at talks, seem s to have 
confused for a tim e his inventive 
genius and his ultim ate goal: but 
out of his works m ay come in the 
end an im provem ent in m ethods of 
hum an speech. 
His m achine feeds 
a ir through a tube to various m outh­ 
pieces, and by pressing the bellows 
with his foot and placing a thum b 
before the orifices he m akes the ap­ 
paratu s u tter a few sim ple words. 
All right so far; but it is the h ard ­ 
est way to talk ever dem onstrated 
w'ith success. 


On the other hand, Sir Richard 
philosophizes that, culturally, hu­ 
m an speech is thousands of years 
behind the tim es. 
He notes that 
speech is the natural result 
f ges­ 
tures of the mouth and jaw s, capa­ 
ble of 144 variations; but that the 
upper arm , forearm , wrists and fin­ 
gers together can m ake 700,000 ges­ 
tures.

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Seeds 300 Years Old Are 
Successfully Germinated 
CHICAGO.—Pink lotus blossoms 
floating in a Garfield park conserv­ 
atory pool this sum m er were germ i­ 
nated from oriental seeds believed 
to be 300 to 500 years old. 
G erm ination of the seeds began 
last year in the Field m useum 's de­ 
partm ent cf botany. 
Within a few 
weeks a shoot 7'a inches long grew 
from one seed. 
The shoots were transferred to 
the conservatory and floating leaves 
developed. 
Several large p*nk blos­ 
som ! have appeared from the erect 
leaves. 
Botanists believe the lotus repre­ 
sents the longest duration of de­ 
layed germ ination on record.

Today mental patients en toy many of the priv­ 
ileges of those outside because the more they learn 
about w hat is going on about them, the sooner is it 
likely th a t they will be able to mix with others and 
take their rightful places in the world. 
The establishment of mental clinics where pat­ 
ients can go of their own tree will when they real­ 
ize that their fears, worries, and nervousness are 
making them less lit for their work, has been of 
! great help in preventing many from having to en- 
■ tcr m ental institutions. 
Another great step forward is suggested by l>r. 
C. Charles Burlingame, Hartford, Conn., in the Jour­ 
nal of the American Medical Association.

BEST ARCHITECTURE 
Don’t scorn houses because they’re old. If 
experts know what they’re talking about, the 
lx\st homes in America were built in the forty 
years just iiofore the Civil War. The archi­ 
tectural character of American towns from 
the Atlantic to the Great Lakes and the Mis­ 
sissippi was formed during that period, says 
Talbot F. Hamlin of the Columbia University 
School of Architecture. 
“Never tx'fore or since,” he declares, “has 
there Ixvn a period when the general level of 
excellence was so high in American architec­ 
ture, when the ideal was so constant and its 
varying expressions so harmonious, when the 
towns and villages, large and small, had in 
them so much of unostentatious unity and 
loveliness. Walking through such towns, one 
falls at once under the inlluence of this spirit 
and fools that tho buildings were designed by, 
and built for, a people who had a new, vivid, 
almost overmastering esthetic sensitiveness 
and love of beauty in form and line.” 
In town after town, he adds, in Connecti­ 
cut and New' York and Ohio and various 
southern states, the seeker will find both 
large and small houses of the ’30s and ’40s 
all with the same “manners,” the same right­ 
ness of proportion and graciousness of detail. 
It is a sad drop from that, he thinks, to 
much of the house-building of the last decade 
or two, with its confusion of materials and 
colors and lack of pleasing proportion. Our 
vaunted “modern homes” have more com­ 
fort and convenience, more tricks and gad­ 
gets, and cost a great deal more, but too oft­ 
en lack the charm and beauty of a century 
ago.

The light emitted by a phosphor 
during 
expoiure to 
an

source of radiation is known as flu­ 
orescence. 
In many cases the flu­ 
orescent substance continues to emit 
light after the exciting radiation is 
extinguished. Such a delayed emis­ 
sion of light is known as phosphor­ 
escence. 
It is accepted that the 
two are intimately related as mani­ 
festations of the same fundamental 
phenomenon, namely, excitation of 
an activator atom which is present 
in the phosphor at a low concentra­ 
tion. 
When the excited electron returns 
directly to its normal orbit, fluores­ 
cence is observed as die result of 
whet has been termed an instanta­ 
neous process, writes Gorton R. 
Fonda in the Journal of Applied 
Physics. When, however, the return 
of the electron is for any reason de­ 
layed, thus giving rise to phosphor­ 
escence. then, by way of distinc­ 
tion. the luminescence has been 
called the result of a delay process. 
The appearance at the phosphor­ 
escence in a phosphor la proof that 
the delay process is contributing at 
least soma at the luminescence, 
even during direct excitation.

Postmaster W. R. Kraft 
lncn 
TO 
Employes 
to Handlr Record 
Holiday Mail 


Santa Claus and his busy elves 
in Toyland had nothing on Post­ 
m aster William R. K raft and his 
staff of 70 postal employes getting 
out the Christmas mail in Kings­ 
ton. 
And 
operations 
went 
on 
as 
smoothly and with as much dis­ 
t i c h in the postal departm ent, 
records show, as in Nick s domain 
where nobody is overlooked 
“It was the busiest Christmas 
the Kingston post office ever had," 
Postm aster K raft told a Freeman 
reporter, with more than 650.000 
pieces of collected mail having 
gone through the machine that 
cancels letters and cards. And, at 
least 800,000 were delivered. 
Besides the letters and greet­ 
ings. there were thousands of par­ 
cel post lockages handled, stamps 
sold and other business m atters 
taken care of by the 56 regular 
employes 
and 
their 
14 
extra 
helpers. 
During the interview about the 
Christmas rush. Postm aster K raft 
glorified his staff for efficiency and 
cooperation. "There was no let 
down among the postal workers, 
even though the mail kept piling 
up, and even those who neglect cd 
to send their packages or write 
their cards until the last minute 
may rest assured that they were 
on time for Christm as if they ob-1 
served the deadline,’’ he said. 
Sitting at his desk on which was 
a picture of his son. William R., 
Jr.. in West Point Military Acad- J 
emy 
uniform, 
the 
postm aster 
quoted statistics on the Christmas 
mail as if he had handled every j 
package, 
letter 
and card 
that 
w ent through his department. 
He digressed for a moment to 
say a word about BUI, Jr.. and his 
pal. Ray P. Murphy, both mem­ 
bers of the Army football squad, 
w ho are spending the holiday vaca­ 
tion with him and Mrs. K raft at 
their home, 130 Fair street. 
Then he went on with the busi­ 
ness of Uncle Sam of which he 
took charge in January I. 1935 
and quoted some figures on the 
heavy Christmas mail. 
I i Per Cent Increase 
"Those 650,000 rards and let­ 
ters represent an l l per cent in­ 
crease in postal business over any 
year in the history of the depart­ 
m ent,” he said. 
"The busiest day 
was the Wednsday before C hrist­ 
m as 
when 
135.000 
pieces went 
through the cancelling machines, 
representing an increase of 15 per 
cent 
over the 
heaviest day pre­ 
viously recorded." 
An average of 350 special deliv­ 
ery letters a day were handled by 
the postal employes, and there was 
a IOO per rent increase in air mall. 
"The war caused this boom in the 
use of plane service,” the former 
arm y captain said, * because many 
of the letters were addressed to 
Germany and the air lanes were 
the safest routes, with ships being 
sunk by w arring nations." 
Touching on the slogan used by 
the postal service about dignifying 
mail by sending it first class, Post­ 
m aster 
Kraft 
informed the re­ 
porter that this meant extra con­ 
sider.limn 
«>ut of I.(MKI improp­ 
erly addressed pieces of first class 
mail. 75 i»er 
cent 
we’re checked 
and delivered, but 8,000 cards with 
cent and a half stamps were de­ 
stroyed because of wrong or in­ 
complete addresses. 
The 650,OOO 
letters 
and cards 
that went through the cancelling 
machines do 
not 
represent the 
whole bulk of greetings and busi­ 
ness communications handled b>t 
postal clerks and carriers, because 
there wore those mailed from oth 
or points. 
Postm aster K raft esti­ 
m ated that at least 800,000 were 
.sorted and delivered here. 
Week-end Service 
.Schedules were arranged by the 
postm aster and his assistants in 
the various deportm ents so that 
all of the Christm as mail was 
picked up and delivered over the 
week-end to eliminate disappoint­ 
m ent on reception. 
Besides 
handling 
communica­ 
tions. the postal departm ent docs a 
considerable banking business in 
part, taking care of a t least $250,- 
000 worth of money orders a year, 
and U. S. Treasury Baby Bonds 
that go to m ake up a large por­ 
tion of the million and a half dol­ 
lars worth of finances for which 
Postm aster K raft has to account. 
In the past month $100,000 worth 
of Baby Bonds were sold in Kings­ 
ton, he said. 
The central post office, which 
has been 
renovated 
since, 
was 
built in 1908. 
Remodeling started 
in 1937 and in 1938 it was ready 
for occupancy again with addition­ 
al room for postal sendee and 
other governmental offices. 
Since the 
completion 
of 
the 
$165,000 addition the social securi­ 
ties office is now housed there, 
also the offices of the civil service 
commission, the census headquar­ 
ters for five counties, collector of 
internal revenue and the army 
and navy recruiting headquarters. 
A peek behind the scenes boars 
out the reputation the postal de­ 
partm ent has for being one of the 
most im portant branches of gov­ 
ernmental activity because it has 
to do with dealing directly with 
the people who call for service 
and get it from postm asters who 
andle 
affairs 
like 
William R. 
'raft.

Y’ou 
tip in pullman dining cars after 
each meal. Dining room stewards 
on ships usually are tipped the 
night before you dock. Ten to 13 
cents a meal is plenty for them, 
too.
